SEC. 2. PROHIBITION ON FLAGS OTHER THAN THE FLAG OF 5

(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 7

(1) FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES.—The term 8

‘‘flag of the United States’’ has the meaning given 9

(2) PUBLIC BUILDING.— 3

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in 4

subparagraph (B), the term ‘‘public building’’ 5

has the meaning given the term in section 6

3301(a) of title 40, United States Code.

ing’’ includes— 9

(i) a military installation (as defined 10

(b) PROHIBITIONS.—Notwithstanding any other pro-15

vision of law and except as provided in subsection (c), no 16

flag that is not the flag of the United States may be flown, 17

draped, or otherwise displayed— 18

(1) on the exterior of a public building; or 19

(2) in the hallway of a public building. 20

(c) EXCEPTIONS.—The prohibitions under subsection 21

(b) shall not apply to— 22

(1) a National League of Families POW/MIA 23

flag (as designated by section 902 of title 36, United 24
